THIS IS the story of what* 
Jesus said about conduct of life 
in the church; and of how the 
members lived after the church 
was founded. It also tells us of 
Paul and John’s advice on the 
Christian way of living. 
The words of Jesus were ut­ 
tered near Capernaum when the 
apostles had been d i s p u t i n g 
among themselves as to whom 
should be the greater in the king­ 
dom of heaven. 
Jesus rebuked 
them, you remember, by putting 
a little child in their midst and 
saying that unless they could be­ 
come as the little child in spirit, 
they could not even enter into 
that kingdom; and also that he 
who would be greatest should be 
willing to be the servant of all. 
Jesus only u s e d t h e w o r d 
“church” twice during His min­ 
istry. St. Matthew tells us that 
He said: "If thy brother shall 
trespass against thee. g*> and tell 
him his fault between thee and 
him alone: if he hear thee, thou 
hast gamed thy brother." 
If the brother would not admit 
his fault, the member was to take 
two or more friends and try to 
the brother to make amends. 
lf that failed, the matter should 
be taken to the church. Failing 
to get an admission of guilt and 
•tonement, the brother was then 


"And in nothing terrified by 
your adversaries which is to them 
an evident token of perdition, but 
to you of salvation, and that of 
God. For unto you it is given in 
behalf of Christ not only to be­ 
lieve on Him, but also to suffer 
for His sake.** 
Again: "Fulfil ye my joy, that 
ye be like-minded, having the 
same love, being of one accord, of 
one mind. Let nothing be done 
through strife or vainglory; but 
in lowliness of mind let etch 
esteem other better than them­ 
selves. 
"Look not every man on bn 
own things, but every man also 
on the things of others. 
"Let this mind be in you. which 
was also in Christ Jesus; who, 
being in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with 
God; but made Himself of no rep­ 
utation, and took upon Himself 
the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men; 
"And being found in fashion ss 
a man, He humbled Himself, and 
became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross. 
"Wherefore, God a l s o hath 
highly exalted Him, and given 
Him a name above every name.”

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WOMEN IN DEFENSE 
WOMEN are going into defense produc­ 
tion in increasing numbers, much as they 
dif in the last war. A recent survey dis­ 
closes that one of every three machine op­ 
erators in defense plants is a woman, with 
the difference that in the last war they 
were younger women, many unmarried, 
while now many are women with families. 
Formerly women went into factories as 
a patriotic duty, proving their ability to 
hold their own w'ith men. Now they are 
mainly seeking to improve their economic 
situation, and, as one explained, “to get a 
better deal out of life for our children.” 
In many plants two-thirds of female em­ 
ployees are married, and many have small 
children. Often they work with their hus­ 
bands, although on different shifts to meet 
the routine of the home. They are well 
paid, some earning 
more 
than $300 a 
month, including overtime. The additional 
income solves 
many 
family 
problems, 
while at the same time helping to over­ 
com e the labor shortage created by unioni­ 
zation and the 40-hour, five-day week. 
When the need has passed, women will 
return to their homes, as they did follow- 
ing World War II, with the respect of those 
with whom they worked and the know- 
ledge that they can become a vital cog in 
the industrial effort whenever the need 
arises. 


BLAME BROKEN HOMES 
MOPwAL laxity among the youth of Amer­ 
ica has created a problem which is being 
met by every facility of society in efforts 
to discover the underlying causes and to 
find a remedy. 
It is proving a tough problem, but cer­ 
tain facts have been learned which explain 
the unusual behavior of youth, or at least 
the beginning of it. Law enforcement agen­ 
cies and social workers have been forced 
tp agree that more than 50 percent of cases 
of so-called juvenile delinquency s t e m 
from broken homes. 
A survey in New York City brought to 
light the fact that 58 percent of y o u t h s 
charged 
with 
delinquency 
came 
from 
homes split by divorce or the death of a 
parent. The broken home is regarded as 
America’s chief tragedy as it affects the 
lives of children or young adults. 
A quarter of a century ago bad company 
was alleged to be responsible for youthful 
misbehavior. Today case histories s h o w 
delinquents come from broken homes, or 
from homes where parents have no inter­ 
est in their children, permitting them to 
follow’ their own devices. 


American taxpayer has saddle sores and 
is rapidly becoming sway-backed. 


Since 1900, an annual average of only 78 
out of every 10,000 business concerns fail­ 


ed, no matter how' started or by w’hom. 


Dun and Bradstreet, the mercantile agen­ 


cy which devotes itself to statistics of this 


reports that for 
the year 
1950, 
there 
were only 34 failures in every 10,000 busi­ 
ness concerns. The very wrorst year in this 
century was 1932 with 154 failures per 10,- 
; OOO. 
In other words, whether those who start 
a business are experienced or not, whether 
they have ample capital, whether it is a 
small, medium or large size business, un­ 
der the American 
capitalist 
system, 
in 
W'hich the individual devotes his time and 
money, at his own discretion and risk, the 
number of those who fail is so small as to 
be hardly important in the general picture. 


It is interesting to note that failures ran 
higher in the years between 1924 and 1933. 
In a w’ord, they were numerous during the 
years of so-called Prosperity and Depres­ 
sion. Both periods represented abnormal 
economic situations and therefore produc­ 
ed failures. 


According to the Dun and Bradstreet 
s u r v e y , the principal causes of failure are 
lack of experience in the line and general 
incompetence. These are obvious reasons 
w'hich in no way reflect unfavorably on the 
economic system. 
Under capitalism, success cannot be 
guaranteed. That is w’hat is so fundamen-1 
tally wrong with the EFC. When the gov­ 
ernment bolsters obsolescence, it does not 
benefit anyone except the incompetent. It 
would, from the capitalist standpoint, be 
preferable for the business to fail and to 
have someone take it over who is capable 
of greater efficiency and managerial skill. I 
Similarly, when the government creates 
new businesses by government loans, as in 
the various Kaiser enterprises, it serves no ; 
wholesome purpose, as it is a defiance of 
the concept that the enterpriser takes his 
own risks. 
It is to be noted that year by year, the 
lines of business that produce the largest , 
i number of failures are retail food and liq- j 
uor stores and eating and drinking places. I 
It w’ould be interesting to analyze the caus- j 
es for this. Are these businesses especially 
attractive to incompetents? 


The statistics which Dun and Bradstreet i 
have compiled can only lead to one con­ 
clusion and that is that the United States ! 
remains sound no matter what politicians j 
do to disturb its economy. Taxes limit and 
can in time dry up the reserves of new cap­ 
ital by reducing the amount that the indi­ 
vidual can save to put into new’ enterpris­ 
es. Similarly, the depreciation of the cur­ 
rency, often called inflation, can and does 
reduce savings. Yet, somehow, Americans 
do save and they do invest and they do take 
risks. They want to be their own bosses. 


As long as this attitude remains among 
our people, we shall not have too much 
cause to fear the consequences of the lev­ 
eling and socialistic tendencies of govern­ 
ment. As long as the ambition to be one’s 
owm boss, to wear no m an’s collar, contin­ 
ues among our people, we shall not be re­ 
duced to the unwholesome level of social­ 
ism. It is when men think in terms of get­ 
ting on a safe payroll, of finding some road 
to what they call security, that our way of 
living can be imperilled and even destroy­ 
ed. There can be no security without sldv- 
i erv.

They billed me for my sojourn at Bellevue, after 
having heard me mumbling something in my de­ 
lirium about hitting a 6 to I aha! at Belmont, but 
by and large the old place must be one of tha 
largest dealers in charity in the w’orld. 
Hundreds of thousands of New' Yorkers are healed, patched and 
mended there annually without paying a dime. In all, the patients 
treated there must by now number in the millions, because Bellevue 
has been open more than 150 years in one form or another. 
The big, murky cluster of building* is situated between 26th and 
30th streets along the East river, and when you become an ambulatory 
patient you can wander out on the back porches and sit watching the 
oily, turbulent river churn by. 
Bellevue has ^hiee thousand betis and they are in more constant 
use than the "hot" beds of a downtown flophouse, where a night 
worker will tumble out of the sheets in the evening and a day worker 
will be in them before they've cooled off 
WHEN YOU THINK OF A HOSPITAL, you think of white cor­ 
ridor* and pristine cleanliness, an institution where the presence of a 
apeek of dirt on a windowsill w'ould aet off an alarm.

first male and female nursing schools in America. 
On the debit aide: Back in the 1880s, reporter Nellie Bly spent IO 
days in the hospital as a patient and W'rote a searing expose of the 
psycho-wards ca lied "Ten Days in a Madhouse/' 
This brought on a million-dollar appropriation for the psycho di­ 
vision, and today Bellevue probably is better-known for that end of 
its affairs than for any oliver reason. It could be, of course that the 
psychopaths in New York are more \aried and interesting than any­ 
when else.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—Agri­ 
culture

scientists 
say the development of resistant 
inbred Lines hold the answer to 
leaf blight in corn. This is a fun­ 
gus disease reported to be caus­ 
ing severe losses in some sec­ 
tions of Illinois. 
They have found that 
resist­ 
ance to disease is inherited and 
can be incorporated into new 
lines of the crop. 
Investigations began in 1942 
when the disease reached epi- 
de mic proportions in the north 
central states. No hybrid now 
grown in any quantity 
in the 
Corn Belt was found to he re­ 
sistant to the disease. But the 
resistance was found in breeding 
material from North Carolina, 
Mi ssouri, Kentucky and Louisi­ 
ana. 
The next step is to combine 
this quality with other produc­ 
tive characteristics and origi­ 
nate new4 disease-resistant and 
satisfactory lines.
